In 
warm weather gloves are anything but 
comfortable, and I am sure that they tend 
to make a man directing traffic on a busy 
thoroughfare feel all hot and bothered. I 
noticed a number of Guards wearing white 
cord gloves during the summer. These 
are comparatively cool, though they do 
not appear to give very good wear at the 
wrists. For instance, the other day I 
observed a Guard with the wrists of his 
gloves almost in shreds, while the fingers 
were perfect. This is because the Guard’s 
arms must move up and down thousands 
of times every day, and the ordinary 
gloves were never intended to stand such 
stress at the wrists as the friction of 
heavy tunic sleeves. 


Beetles 


I do not think I have ever seen so many 
beetles, both on the ground and in the air, 
as were in evidence one warm night about 
a week ago. The windscreen of a carn 
which I was travelling along the Stillorgan 
road received such a resounding blow from 
one insect, which must have been as big 
as a marble, that for a moment we thought 
somebody had thrown a stone. Beetles are 
regarded with distaste by many people on 
account of their alleged uncleanliness, but 
this is sometimes more apparent. than real. 
Indeed, the Dor beetle, when turned on 
his back, is seen to be covered with small 
which were at first thought to be 


of winter the 


mites. 
parasites, but are now regarded as 
cleaners, whose function is to keep the 


armour of their host bricht and shining. 
Another variety, which the world could 
not well do without, is the Sexton beetle. 
These useful creatures are Nature’s under- 
takers, and their presence accounts for 
the fact that we so seldom find the dead 
bodies of birds and small animals. The 
other day I noticed the body of a rat 
which had been slain by a motor car on 
a country road surrounded by burying 
beetles, brightly coloured in orange and 
black, which were trying in vain toscratch 
a hole in the hard ‘surface. Their usual 
practice is to dig a cavity several inches 
deep and allow the body to subside into 
it. They then cover it over with the ex- 
cavated earth and lay their eggs all round 
it. When we consider the enormous 
number of dead creatures which are thus 
disposed of, and the unpleasantness which 
might ensue if they were left unburied, 
it is obvious that the work of the Sexton 
beetle is one of the most important in the 
whole realm of Nature. 


Nuts 


A friend who lives in the country tells 
me that this autumn there is an excep- 
tionally good crop of hazel nuts on the 
hedgerows. Walnuts are also plentiful, 
though they are not yet ripe. This does 
not worry country children, who pav 


frequent visits to woods and plantations 


where there are walnut trees. The recent 
spell of stormy weather hag strewn the 
ground, with walnuts, and it is not diffi- 
cult to fill a school bag or an attaché case 
with the green nuts. If the children had 
patience the nuts would be nicely seasoned 


for Hallowe'en, but. they prefer to eat 
them at once, in spite of stained fingers 
and lips. Walking near Straffan last 
week, I met a man gathering hazel nuts 


on the roadside. The shells were green. 
but he said that if they were stored in a 
warm room they became brown in a few 
weeks. Irish haze] nuts and walnuts have 
a delicious flavour. It is a pity that they 
are so difficult to obtain.

A correspondent’ writes:—During a 
recent visit to South Africa I had the 
honour of being presented to the leading 


Irishman in the “ dark continent,’’ Bishop 
MacSherry, of Port Elizabeth. His lord- 
ship was born on 1st February, 1852, at 
Loughgilly, County Armagh, and belongs 
tc a family well known in that county. He 
was one of a family of thirteen, seven 


members of which entered religion. On the 
completion of his theological studies in 
Paris the future bishop was ordained 
priest in 1875. He returned to Ireland, 
ministering for twenty-one years in 
County Louth. In 1896 the then Pope, 
Gregory XVI., instructed the Archbishop 
of Dublin to select as bishop. for the 
African See an Irish priest possessing all 
the qualities necessary in a missionary.

‘That it has 
something to commend it no one will deny, 
but that it possesses all the virtues no one 
who keeps an open mind will be found to 
am. mm, At present the future of the 
English theatre would seem to lie with 
the repertory system, both in London and 
in the English provincial towns; but that. 
after all, may be merely a modification of 
the actor-manager in his great dr_-s of the 
nineties of the last century. 

“The more complete the artist,” says 
Mr. Mason, ‘‘ the more certainly he will 
want to be master and not man; to do 
things as he thinks they ought to be done. 
to. control his. theatre in the way which 
suits his mind.” Nowadays a theatre is 
merely.a place for the “ accommodation of 
a play ’’; it is no longer the artistic home 
of an Irving, a Tree, or an Alexander, and 
the actor is just a wanderer. The theatrical 
emphasis -has rested upon the “all 
rounder,” and the producer is dominant. 
But is there any reason why the 
personality and artistic genius of the pro- 
ducer should be less than those of the 


actor-manager ?

Autocrat 


Despite all this, Mr. Mason’s book will 
be found excellent reading. In Sir George 
Alexander he has found a subject almost 
ideally suited to his own genius. Having 
served for some years as a clerk in the 
office of a London merchant, the young 
George Alexander took to the stage. He 
was warned by his old schoolmaster that 
he was embarking upon a career at the 
same time laborious and precarious, The 
career was laborious enough, but Alexander 
had only a few disappointments, so that he 
was able to amass.a considerable fortune in 
the theatre. Although a vain man, to 
who fame and fortune meant a great deal, 
Alexander did much to kill the notion 
that all the interest in a play should be 
concentrated upon a star actor. Financially 
his most successful venture was with “ His 
House in Order,” from which he made 
over £356,000. 
With playwrights also, Alexander main- 
tained perfect relations, so that his friend- 
ship with Pinero and Wilde was close 
and sustained, But with Galsworthy he 
was not so successful. “IT know,” said 
Galsworthy in a quoted letter, “you take 
a. pride in being an autocrat in your own 
theatre; it is a natural pride in a posi- 
tion. you have worthily won for yourself. 
But I also have won--or have, chosen to 
usurp—a similar autocratic ition in 
all that relates to my work,” When.

was saved in Dublin by his own reck- 
less boldness in réfúsing the extra protec- 
tion then customary is one of the best told 
stories in the reminiscences of Ex-Inspector 
Brust, late of the ial Branch, or 
political section, of Scotland Yard. The 
famous “‘ Galloper’’ Smith of the last 
Home Rule struggle, whe was later to be 
a signatory to the Anglo-Irish Treaty, was 
on a special mission im Ireland, declares 
Mr. Brust, who accompanied him. Unlike 
others whose lives were of value, Birken- 
head disdained to take any of the devious 
routes, or while here to travel in an 
armoured car, but came openly by the mail- 
boat, and insisted on walking around the 
streets. To the startled Inspector in the 
Shelbourne Hotel rushed an excited 
Dubliner, whose name was not. given, but 
who describéd himself as ““a friend of 
England,’’ with the warning: “ I’ve coma 


out o Dublin before to-morrow night, or 
he’s a dead man, The Brotherhood have 
sentenced him.” Birkenhead refused to 
alter his programme. “The Irish Re- 
publican Brotherhood,”” says Mr. Brust, 
not quite accurately, “ I knew‘to be the 
inner power behind Sinn Fein. From the 
Counsels (sic) of the Brotherhood 
emanated all the terrorist action. The 
Brotherhood decreed who was to die, and 
the decrees of the Brotherhood were in- 
variably carried out.” Birkenhead was un- 
moved, and coolly walked from the 
Viceregal Lodge to the Shelbourne, point- 
ing out to Brust on the way the spot where 
Lord Frederick Cavendish and Mr. Under- 
Secretary Burke were assassinated, to use 
his own word.

But there was 
in point of fact no Dublin Division of the 
R.1.C., and the “G” Division, to all 
intents and purposes, was a Dublin replica 
of the political section, or Special Branch, 
of Scotland Yard. When this case of 
mistaken identity was cleared up, Macpher- 
son sent his guards off to the bar with a 
pound note for refreshments. 


The I.R.A. Intelligence 


Mr. Brust claims that a bullet went 
through his hat “ along North Circular 
road, in the Phenix Park,” near a 
restaurant, but he places the Bohemian 
Bar in Drumcondra, an excusable enough 
error. He has much to say of Irish inci- 
dents at home and in England, and 
professes ' the highest admiration for the 
‘ Intelligence’ system of the old I.R.A., 
whose spies were up to the cleverest 
tricks,’’ but was worried because “ the 
Brotherhood—the brain of the terrorist 
section of the Irish Sinn Fein movement— 
was diabolically clever, and seldom did 
things by halves.’’ Once he found in his 
pocket an anonymous letter advising him 
to’ stick to his job of “ acting as escort and 
not dabble in politics.” On another occa- 
sion he met and spoke for a few minutes 
in Grafton street with Danvers Yates, the 
Pathé Gazette camera-man. Almost im- 
mediately Yates ' was accosted by several 
tough-looking customers, and warned in no 
uncertain terms that his job was to ‘ take 
pictures,’ and not hold something-or-other 
conferences with something-or-other Scot- 
land Yard men !” 

In justice, Mr. Brust might have said 
that some of the Scotland Yard men at 
the mail boat jetty at Holyhead whom he 

raises for timely observation work were 

rishmen, too. 

Of his colleague, the late Inspector 
Sandercock, who was Sir Roger Casement’s 
escort, and whose hospitality—in more 
senses than one—was enjoyed by Irish 
prisoners at Scotland Yard, he tells this 
story: ! 

'“ On one occasion Sandercock and myself 
were having a refreshing whiskey and soda 
after arduous duty when we were recalled 
to guard Mr. Churchill. ‘ Sandy,’ an 
exponent of discreet methods, popped a 
cofiee-bean into his mouth before facing 
Mr. Churchill. Winston gave his instruc- 
tions and then, with a grit and a twinkle 
in his eyes, added, ‘And by the way, 
Sandercock, I prefer the smell of Scotch 
to that of coffee-beans’ |’’ 


Mistaken Arrest 


Inspector Brust's Irish experiences were 
only part of an exciting life spent in 
political police work in half-a-dozen 
countries. He began as a kind of amateur 
detective, after some years of travel, 
college grinding, assisting a Parisian 
jeweller, and personal attendant on the 
British representative in Lisbon by foil- 
ing an attempt made on King Carlos of 
Portugal ; was wounded—and even arrested 
by mistake !—when the King and his hei¥- 
apparent were assassinated ; was induced 
by Superintendent John McCarthy to join 
the London Metropolitan Police; joined 
the Speciai Branch in 1909; was personal 
guard to King Edward VII., and before 
and after the War was put in charge, in 
England, France and the United States, 
of many high personages like Balfour,

ADDIS ABABA, Friday. 

The Italian invasion got well undér way 
on three fronts to-day. Preceded ‘by 
bombing: ’planes, columns of infantry, 
cavalry and light tanks advanced at dawn, 
and were soon at grips with the forward 
‘screen of the Abyssinian defence. 

The most severe fighting has taken place 
around Adowa and Adigrat. The triangle 
Adowa-Adigrat-Makalle covers the routes 
to the South, so that the defending Abys- 
sinians under the Ras Seyoum are re- 
versing the position of 1896, when 1t was 
the Italians who tried to hold this posi- 
tion. 

Both Adowa and Adigrat—they are little 
more than villages—have been boinbed by 
Italian aircraft, which have an easy task, 
as the Abyssinians have virtually no 
modern anti-aircraft guns and no tighter 
‘planes to oppose them. Nevertheless, im 
a second bombardment of Adowa this 
afternoon it is reported that an Italian 
‘plane was brought down. 

The meagre reports available from this 
front indicate that the Abyssinians are 
hard-pressed. The Italian infantry, sup- 
ported by light tanks armed with machine- 
guns, and low-flying ’planes which raked 
the Abyssinian riflemen crouching behind 
their rocks, stormed Mount Ramat, an 
important position near the town 

Italian ‘planes have damaged the wire- 
less station at Gorahai, killing and wound- 
ing over a hundred soldiers. Ras Seyoum 
is reported to have sent a message to the 
Emperor asking for reinforcements, and 
particularly for anti-aircraft guns to deal 
with the Italian bombers. 

Possibly in answer to this appeal it is 
reported from Debra Tabor that Dedjas- 
match Gabarra, son of Ras Kassa, is 
moving eastwards to Tigre Province with 
an army of fifty thousand men. 


ATTACK IN ERITREA 


SUCCESS CLAIMED FOR 
ETHIOPIANS 


Meanwhile the Abyssinians are reported 
to be making a strategic diversion against 
the right flank of the Italians in order to 
threaten their communications. 

Taking advantage of the broken country, 
which makes air observations difficult, a 
force of twelve thousand men under the 
Ras Avenu is stated to be advancing north- 
wards. west of Adowa, towards Agordat, 
in Eritrea. Their vanguard is claimed 
already to have crossed the frontier and 
to have captured a number of Italian 
outposts. In addition, the Eritrean chief, 
Managasha, is reported to have deserted to 
the Abyssinians with several hundred 
fighting men, whose knowledge of. the 
country would be useful in guerrilla opera- 
tions against the Italian rear. 

Italian planes are stated to be dropping 
in Tigre Province pamphlets written in 
native dialect with the words: '“ Accept 
Italian friendship or die.” They urge t 
natives to separate from Abyssinia and to 
declare a king of their own. 


ABYSSINIANS SURPRISED 


On the central front around Mount 
Moussa Ali, in the angle between Eritrea 
French ‘Somaliland, the fighting 
appears to have been. confined to 
skirmishes and bombing raids. . 

By starting their advance in this sector 
the Italians sprung @& surprise on the 
Abyssinians, but it is not thought likely 
that this will avail them much unless their 
troops prove more mobile than is expected.

In order to repel this threat a strong 
detachment of Abyssinian troops, under a 
Swiss officer, equipped with up-to-date 
Swiss anti-aircraft guns, is reported to be 
on its way from Addis Ababa to protect 
the line. i 

On the southern (Ogaden) front the 
Italians have also started their advance. 
Skirmishing between their advance guards 
and the Abyssinian outposts developed 
into heavy fighting this morning, but no 
reliable estimates of casualties are avail- 
able. Reports have been received at 
Harar of two thousand Abyssinians dead 
and many wounded, but these should be 
accepted with great reserve. 

In Addis Ababa itself there is widespread 
dread of an early raid by the big Italian 
bombers. The Government has begun the 
construction of six giant bomb and gas- 
proof dug-outs on the outskirts of the town, 
capable of holding six thousand people. In 
addition anti-aircraft guns have been 
placed in strategic positions, but it is not 
expected that they will be able to protect 
the town effectively. 


ITALIANS SCARED 


The chief targets for air bombers are 
likely to be the Royal Palace and the wire- 
less station, near which are the two prin- 
cipal hotels, crowded with foreign corre- 
spondents. Among the Italian residents 
panic reigns, although special steps have 
been taken by the Government for. their 
protection. 

To-day a party went to the railway 


station to see if they could hire a special 


train to take them to Djibuti, but the cost 
proved prohibitive. 

During the night some took refuge in 
the Italian Legation, but those Italians 
who own shops are unwilling to leave 
their premises for fear of pillage. 

Last night many inhabitants expected a 
raid, and slept in the hills surrounding 
the town, returning to work to-day.

What are these obligations? In general

And 
even then no recommendation made by the 
Council in regard to military measures 
can impose any legal obligation upon any 
member of the League to participate in 
them. In our case, by our Constitution 
this country cannot be committed to active 
participation in any war save with the 
consent of the Oiseachtas. 


LEAGUE’S DIFFICULTY 

The diffictity with the League, then, is 
not that the obligations it imposes are too 
strict. but, rather, that they are not strict 
enough to be effective. The League must 
be founded more clearly on principles of 
justice, however, before the people of any 
State will be willing to commit themselves 
further to it. The weakness of the 
in this respect, and the measures which 
appear to be immediately necessary to 
remedy it.

Our efficiency as 
a member of the League of Nations, and our 
pag to join in any activities of the 
League, are impaired at the present moment 
by. our dispute with England and by the 
economic sanctions in the form of tariffs 
which England is enforcing against us. States- 
manship ME indeed, been exercised at the 
League of Nations Assembly, but a desire to 
fulfil our international obligations should not 
have made us entirely forget our national 


misfortunes.” 
ADJUSTMENT NEEDED 


Having made the statement quoted above, 
Mr. Cosgrave asked what was wrong with a 
determination to effect a settlement at such a 
moment. High principles, international obh- 
gations, acceptance of the Covenant—did not 
all those, separately and collectively, dem:nd 
an adjustment of a dispute between two 
League members? They were both about 
to lay a gift on the altar—a gift on behalf 
of their nations in the sacred cause of ,»sace. 
Should they not then, in Gospel mood, leave 
their gift there and go and become reconciled ? 
An anhouncement to the League that 
reconciliation had been accomplished between 
them would have afforded an example of good 
faith, of earnestness and of sincerity, worth 
all the fine phrases of self-righteousness em- 
ployed in persuading others to keep the

Although business on the London stock 
markets was restricted owing to the fact that 
a new account begins on Monday, a growing 
belief that the Italo-Abyssinian dispute will 
be localised was responsible for a marked 
change in sentiment. The general tone be- 
came quite cheerful, and. consequently prices 
in most departments recovered well. A 
notable feature was good buying of Iron 
and Steel and Aircraft shares, interest being 
stimulated by the statements made at the 
Conservative conference regarding the defence 
of Great Britain. 

Investment support for gilt-edged stocks 
was renewed in view of the recent steady 
fall in values, and this, coupled with a little 
bear covering, caused an all-round recovery. 
Old Consols were outstanding with a rise of 
a point to 813, while Local Loans, War Loan 
and 34 per cent. Conversion were others which 
closed substantially higher. India stocks re- 
flected the improvement in Gilt-edged, and 
the Threes put on 4 to 784, while one or 
iwo others were better. 

Foreign Bonds were one of the few dull 
spots, and, apart from an advance in 
Evyptian Unified, alterations were adverse, 
with Czechoslovakia Bonds, Far Easterns and 
Brazilian suffering most. 

British Rail stocks, with the exception of 
London Transport issues, which weakened on 
disappointment with the dividends, displayed 
a better appearance.
